Premier 
Abbott made an ellcctivo reply, puinling 
out the full scope of tho measure. lie 
told Senator Scott that if he expected the 
Onvornment was not goiiit; to energetically 
prosecute those convietcd of frauds in con- 
nection with tbo recent inveslig-ition, the 
OppoHltion were greatly mistaken. 

'i'he sub-conimittce of the Privileges nnd 
Kluclion.s coiiiniillee, appointed lo prepare 
and draft a report, held a meeting, to-day, 
with closed doors. It is understood no 
iigre' nient was reached, the Conservative 
mcinbora being in favor ot the exoneration 
of Sir Hector Laiigevin from blame, while 
Messis. -Mills and Davics would not agree 
to the proposition. Another meeting ia to 
be held by the coniniittee on ['"riday, when 
it is cxpectod the mnjority and minority re- 
ports will lie presented by the sub-com- 
mittee.

Proposal to Change the Composition 
of the Victoria Board of 
Aldermen. 

Aid. Munn Will Move for a Recount 
of Vlctoria'3 f opu- 
latiou. 



The city hull huUeliu hoanl, which sel- 
ciom is fivvorcd with a glance from any onu 
aot houorcd with a seat at tho council 
board, received fewo freak notices of niui u 
than usual interest and importance, yester- 
day. 

No. 1 bore the signnture of Aid. H. A. 
Munn, and read as follows : 

" Whereas, on account of information oh- 
fciinoJ of the non-enumeration of certain 
citizens, this council is of opinion that the 
Nonunion ollicial returns of the population 
of this city are unauthentic and mialeadiug, 
and, 

" Whereas it is most important to the 
standing and future interests of this city 
that a correct census of ila iuliabitunts at 
this time should be placed on rccoril, 

"Therefore be it resolved that the coun- 
cil take steps at once tu check the otiicial 
count, and thnt a committee of three be 
now appointed to proceed with tho work, 
the expense incurred not to exceed the sum 
of S50U, and that the people of the city bo 
kindly requested to assist in carrying out 
this object." 

" ''John Robertson, alderman," is the sig- 
■nature affixed to the second douuniont, 
which is as below : 

" Whereas, owing to the extension of the 
limits of the City of VfStoria, and the re- 
° <di8tribution of the wards, it is expedient to 
increase the number of members of tlic 
Cotmoil, and* 

, " Whereas it is desirable that each of the 
fire wards of the City shall be represented 
by two ttierabers of the Council; 
•' Therefore be it resolved that the num- 

B)cr of the inembora of the Municipal Coun- 

■cil of the Corporation of the City of Vic-

•one member, and that each of the live wards 
in tho Siiiil Corporation shall, at and after 
the next annual municipal election be re- 

jpresentcd by two alderuien."

He ti:i.v\ thai 
the stijamei' -i''rvice between this i;ity ami 
Comox and way ])orts was mo.st uiisalisfac- 

.tory. It took eiglit or ten houis to icieh 

.^anaimo, where the steamer wailid over 
Jiight, and another eight or ten hours to 

-.reach Como.'c. Tlio lure, he understood, 
'was about $8, and the total expense of the 
.round trip, not including the four days' [ 
time, was about |20. There was not e\ eii 

..sharp connection with the railway ut Na 
naimo. This sort of service was of great 

I injury to the settlement of the Island. 
ilV^or people, when looking after lond, could

Jle did 
not consider that the Dunsmuira were do- 
ing what was their duty to do in the in 
torest of the public and themselves. .Step.-i 
should be taken to convince them that the 
land was not given them for tho purpose of 

' balking development ond advancement. If 
they persisted in carrying out tluir 
prcac;.'. policy of inactivity and opposition 
to progress, the people as ropreseDted in the 
legislature should bo appealed to, Coniox 
had been settled since tho earliest 
tinies, and a large settlement wius growing 
lip around the Union mine, but they had 
the poorest kind of comniunieatioii with 
the outer world. It seemed to him that 
the jjresenl sy.slem was simuly one that 
tiimed to lleeoe the public.

Jklr. Joshua Daviea said that cheap trana- 
jpert&tion rates built up Washington, while 



dear rates were retarding tho growth of 
British Columbia. 

Mr. Ker thought the matter under dis- 
cusaion of great importance. Both rail un<l 
steamboats not Only charged high rates but 
did not provide tho transportation facilities 
that would induce trade - this way. 
Nanaiiiio merchants could visit Vancouver 
and have four hours and return the same 
day. Such was not the case belween 
Nauainio and Victoria. 

President Hall said tl\at fiom Vancouver 
Nam imo peojile could get a mixed car for 
SI per ton. From N'ictoria by rail it was 
S'.'.rjl) per ton or .^boO in car load lots.

Police Magistrate Belyea Decides that 
a Prima Facie (^ase Has Mot 
Been Established. 



No Evidence to Connect Fried With 
the Abdaction or Detention of 
Hattie May. 

Ko further evidence in tlie Fried case 

WI13 presented, yesterday. When rho court 
unnoiuiced its readiness to proceed with tlio 
information, Mr. Walls, counsel for the 
prosecution, stated that althou;;!! the 
police had worked hard, they hud been 
unable to secure any trace of ,the inissiog 
girl. She had disappeared, or, which 
seemed more probable, been spirited away. 
He would therefore be forced to rest tlie 
case on the evidence now in. The mother 
had been sent for, but she could jjive no in- 
formation of importance. Tlio only persons 
who knew where the girl was, he believed 
to be the Frieda. It was now in tlie power 
of Hia Honor to disjnisa or adjourn the in- 
formation. Tliero was too nuicli of this 
sort of 1 hing going on in thi.s town — good 
looking young gills inveigled away Irom 
home, the result being unquestionably 
bad. 

Mr. lielyea— A niiatake appears to have 
been made by the prosecution. If you 
want to get possession of tlie girl, Mr. 
Walls, there waa a proper way to go 
about it. 

Mr. Walls — That is not all we want ; we 
want to punish those who entice young 
girls from home. 

Mr. I'elyea — It ia, of course, not my 
business to furnish evidence in the case, but 
I might Siiy that twenty minutes from the 
time I left the court-room, yesterday, I was 
told by a gentleman that he had seen this 
girl twice oii Government and ouoe on Fort 
streets during the afternoon. 

Mr. Walls repeated that the poiico bad 
been unable to locate the girl ; us long as 
the cose was kept open ho thought the girl 
would remain concealed. 

Mr. Taylor, in moving for Fried's dis- 
charge, said that not one iota of evidence 
had been produced to connect Fried with 
the alleged abduction. He rose to quote 
auttioriiiea, and counsel for the prosecution 
rose to object. 

Mr. Belyea observed : " If you talk all 
day, gentlemen, it won't change my nund." 

Mr. Taylor — "In that event, I'll say 
nothing." 

Neither coun.scl, liowever, were quite sat- 
iafied, and arynmonla an<l authorities were 
produced on both aides, all of which were 
duly noted, and liis honor announced that 
he would deliver a written judgment at 4 
o'clock. 

At the appointed hour the following was 
read from the bench ; 

ItcK. V. Fried— Information of AueustMny. 

The accused viin a rested on un intnnnation 
I'harKinL- him wUli unlawfully lakinB one 
llatUe -Slay, un unniarri'^d girl und-;r the a^o 
of Hi years, out of the poasessioi^of her father, 
against bis will, on or ubouc Suptomber i, in- 
stant. 

The information Is based upon Section 41 of 
Chap. K. S. Cunuda, 1883, which reads us 

follows : 

" Every ono who unlawfully takes, or causes 
to bo t iken, any unmarried Rirl, boinK under 
the ajjo of lU years, out of the posses-ion and 
against tho will of her father, or niotlier, or of 
any other norson having the lawful rare or 
chari{e of lier, in (fuilty oi a misdemeanor, and 
liable to fnipriaonmeut for any term lead than 
two years." 

In oidur to justify me In committing Iho ac- 
cused for tr ai tlicre must be at least a 'pn'iiia 
/aciV, case proved, which I take to moan auoh 
proof m, if not rebutted or shown to be I'lparly 
cOnaisteiiL with innoconc >. would justify a Jury 
In llndin); a verdict of kuI'IJ'. 

Tho circumstances of this case are, briefly, as 
follows : About two weeks axo the girl, with- 
out lenvo or knowlodRe of her father or 
mother, left her homo iu Seattle. Some days 
after she wrote homo to hor sister BtatlnR her 
whereabouta. Her father, tho prosecutor, 
came to Victoria, on ITriday last, for tho pur- 
IKJso of lakiiifT hor homo to Seattle. About 
noon of that day ho wont to Fried'H, tho ac- 
cused's, li mso and ask d for the ffirl, at, tho 
sinie tinio uskin:^ tlio accused if ho would iiivo 
his dauKliter up. The aeinned aii-iwuieil "yes," 
and the diiiigliter li'ft Fried's liouric lU unr.c and 
ea'oe with her lalher down t nvn to tliu p.ist- 
olllce. She left him, telling him she whs (zo'iir 
to Fried's to clmiiKD her elolliing ami would 
riiturn in an hour to liiin . The father states 
she went direct to Fi ied's barber shop. He, 
however, shortly afterwards, went back to 
Krii:il H house and enquired for tho ^irl, but It 
does iioi iiiipear thai she then was there, Ue 
ret n nil d tu ilie post-ofllne, but the girl did not 
pill ill an appearance. Tho father again wont 
to tlie house of Fried onco or twice the namo 
afluriioiiii: oni:e. at ie.nl. iu co "piiuy Willi I'ro- 
vinci.ii Olllrcr .Mo.\.-ill. '1 he a.iighler was 
then iliere. but refused to come away willi her 
father. Fried was not pros ni tlicn, and it 
does not app jar tli it li ,> s iw the girl after she 
left his li'iuse wilh her fiu her ab:iiic noon. 

After tho accus"d was arrealUil. it was stated 
by coun-cl. bu no proxf was adiluced, that tho 

firl had been at tho iiolico olllco with Mrs. 
'rled, about !( p m.. on Saturday, and had then 
gone away alone, since which tinio she had not 
been seen, though llio police had searched for 
her OS a witness for i be prosecution. 

These are substantially tho facts of thocnso, 
proved, except the bust as to Iho girl's being at 
the jjoliix- olllce and going away alone, which 
Wii.s slJiti'il by counsel, and is no douht true. 

The e.'^Keni i ll iiiiilliirs lo lie i)roved 1 con- 
coivo to lie : (I) Tin; of t lie girl— under sIm- 
liMMi ; (J) lliat. she is iiniiiarr.cd ; i3) thittho ac- 
cused took the girl out of Iho charge of her 
falhei ; III and against his will. 

It ia wholly immaterial wliellior foree wiiH 
nstd.orwha motive the arniis^-il luiy have 
h'ld, or that tho girl coii.seiilcd. .None 
of Ihcso are pirt of the otVctuc.. 
ItisnotsURgosted tb'it Fried had anything tu 
do with tho girl's leaving livrlimnc in .Seatile. 
and If -uch wore tho rase 1 apii- oheiid that it 
would not bean oflenee over which our eourlH 
could exercise jurisdielioii. 'I'lie fac t tliiitilK! 
gil l was 111 Kreid's liousi' ou Fi iilaydiiesii.it of 
llsclf ccinstilut.' Uin oirci.ec. hut had K led 
denied lier pres'Mieu I hiui! when asked by her 
failiiir, or n^fuscil in u,i\-r hvr up lo her failier,

The Times has a trick of pretending to 
reply to one argumeut or one atatenient 
when it really replies to another, and a 
very different one, of its own invintion. It 
resorted to this device, yesterday, and 
wasted a whole column in disproving what 
wo did not assert, In yesterday's issue 
we stated that " we observe with pleaauie 
that, censorious as the Opposition is, it dots 
jiot find fault with the course which' the 
Oovernmcut is pursuing with respect to the 
Ottawa scaiulcUs and Ihoae who are itnpli- 
r/Ued ill l/iem." Tliis is so clear tliat no 
person of common sense, who is not pre- 
pared wilfully to misrepresent our state- 
Aleut, can misunderstand our language. 
But with this definitely qualified proposi- 
tion before its eyes, the Times describes us us 
"alleging that a change has come over' the 
Liberals, in respect of approving of or in 
any way subscribing to the jjolicy of tlie 
present administration," and then draws up 
a terrible array of quotations to prove tliat 
the Grits are still Grits and are opposed to 
■the Conservative policy. It is, however, to 
'be observed that in its legion of quotations 
there is not even one in which the policy of 
•ihe present Government, w ith respect to tho 
.icandals, is condemned or even ndversi ly 
oritieiged. Wliat stronger proof Ihnn this 
could be adduced that our statement was 
accurate in every respect ? for if the Tiniea 
could have found a sin(;le remark finding 
fault with tlio course which the (lovcrnnieiit 
is taking, with respect to tlie Ecaiulals, it 
would not have failed to reproduce it, and 
that, too, in large capitals. ^ 

rilB RESIONAriON ACGEl'TED. 

Wo were not surprised to Uarn, by our 
special telegram from Ottawa, tliat .Sir 
Hector Langevin has resigned. Ilis 
resignation was a foregone conclusion. It 
h&s been for some time evident that it was 
-impofsible for him to remain a member of 
the Government. If the Prenuer rttaineil 
!jini in the Cabinet he decreed Ids own 
downfall. Tlie dldoIosnrcH that had been 
made, no matter what interprctilioii wa.H 
put upon them, showed very clearly that 
. Sir Hector Langevin was uot qualified to 
. bo tho Head of one of the Departments 
• of the Government. This, as far as we can 
.see, is the uiianinious verdict of llie people 
-■jf Gniiada. 

'I he man \\ ho porinitled a liepnrtmeut to 
he and to remain in the disgraceful con- 
dition in which it was proved the 
Department of Public Works had fallen 
demonstrated that he was not fit to occupy 
a position to which were attached so many 
and euch heavy respon.siliilities. Kven if it 
is adndtted lliat .Sir Hector Langevin had 
mot ft guilty knowledge of wiiat had been 
for 80 long a time going on in his depart- 
ment, the ignorance, the neglect and the 
ineptitude which this state of things im- 
plies eirectually dist|ualify him from holding 
any iniiiortaiit public odiec. There are 
oases in which ignorance, oareleasness and 
want of admioistrative ability produce re- 
aults quite as serious as actual criminality, 
«ad cannot bo oxcaaed by either tho Gov- 
ernment or the people. When a man is in 
a position of responsibility, having duties 
to discbargo which require for llioir proper 
perfeniuince knowledge, skill, watolifulnesj, 
jis well as lidelity, it is his business to know, 
to be skilful, and to be vigilant, and ibu 
people cannot alTord to fort^ive in hiin the 
want of these qualifications. 

It is sad to see a man who has occupied 
positions of trust and hnmir end his career 
in this way ; but, much as men may syni- 
patlii/.u with an ( lil public servant, they 
will have to admit that when ho has failed 
in his duty, when he has allowed serious 
abuses to exist in the department which w.as 
entrusted to bim, and when bis laxity hua 
brought reproach, not only upon the Gov- 
ernment, but upon the whole country, the 
poopio should withhold their conlidenco and 
insist upon his resigning an odico, tho duties 
^ which ho had proved himself uufit„t;o 



perform. Tho people must have some chock 
upon their servants, no matter how high 
their positions or how important their 
irusla, and there is no check so effective ns 
the cortiinty that inconipetonco or unfaitli- 
fulness will bo followed by the loss of ollice 
and the forfeiture of public esteem and con- 
lidenco. 



THE QHEMATORY. 

Tho City Council, it appears, has aban- 
doned, nt aiiy rate, for the present, its in- 
tention of erecting a ercinalory. It instructs 
the Health Conimilteu to ste that the 
Health l!y-laws are rigidly enfon-ed, while 
it neglects to provide a way of disposing of 
the tilth which cngendera liisease. History 
tells us of a despot who compelled those 
under his rule to make their tale of bricks, 
while refuaiug to give them the straw ne- 
eoHsary to prevent their falling to piecea. 
Our city fathers are pursuing a course quite 
as hard and (iiMtc as uiireasonal'le. They 
insist upon the citizens keeping tln ir pre- 
mises clean, without providing a place in 
which to deposit the offonsis'e matter to be 
removed. 

The oliligntion to provide for the disposal 
of the city garbage lias been recognized by 
every progressive cily in the civilized worhl. 
The reason for this is plain. The matter can- 
not be allowed to accumulate anywhere 
without becoming an intolurublo nui- 
sance and a eoureo of disease. 
Its nlliiuate disposal is, therefore, 
not left in the lunuls of private persons. 
The city govorniiieiits ace that it is their 
bounden duty to take care that it ia dis- 
posed of in a way that will not ho injurious 
to the public health. 

The problem, "What is lo be done with 
the filth of tho city ?" has now been before 
the City Council for solution for more than 
a year. Many suggest ions liave been made 
and, at least one experiment tried, but the 
problem has remained uaeolved. At last the 
Council wisely resolved to burn the garbage 
and asked the ralcpuycra to give them 
money enough to construct the furnaces 
necessary to do the work, lint, because it 
is diOieult to get a site to which no one will 
object, the Council defers tho erection of 
the crematory indefinitely. Is this wise or 
businesslike ? The crematory is necessary. 
It is the inoat effectual as well as the 
cheapest way of disposing of the filth of the 
city. In fact it teems to be the only possible 
way under the circumstances. Yet, because 
some people object to the erection of the 
creniatcry on whatever site they select, t be 
councillors virtually confess their inabiliiy 
to solve tho simple problem and, in effect, 
tell the citizens that they must find soino 
way^'' doing tho work which they have 
given up in despair. 

We did not e.\pect that the present Coun- 
cil would c'line to this lame and impotent 
or'ncUn-ion with respect to the disposal of 
the garbage. We believed that the nien 
who compose it are business men, who 
would do business in a business-like way. 
Yet, after they have asked the ratepayers 
for money to build a crt iniitory and ob- 
tained what thi-y wanted, they now 
propose to postpone a biisim s3 of 
pressing necessity, because there is 
" a lion in the way." This is most 
disappointing to many of the citizens who, 
a little M''bile a!,'0, believed that a work, »1- 
aolutely nec.'.ssiry for the preservation of 
the public licalih, was in a fair way of being 
accomplished. 

Some may think that when the sewers 
are constructed there will be no need of a 
crematory, lint they are ndstakcn. There 
is much garbage which the sewers cannot 
carry away, which must be removed and 
disposed of, and the crematory will be re- 
quired to consume it. 



MR. VINCE27rS CRITICS. 

The .Sliellleld anil Itothcrli.im Independent 
does not look upon Mr. Howard Vincent's 
scheme of Fair Trade with indulf^cnce, 
ngithor does it show that it is imprLSsed 
with the dignity of tliat gentliMiinn'.s piisi- 
tidii in the piditical world, or the luiiiiancy 
of Ilia abilities, ft was said of old that a 
prophet is not witliout honor except in bis 
own country, an I the Independent's article 
is another of the many evidences of the 
truth of the taying. The Sheffield jouin il, 
commenting upon the reception given to 
Mr. Vincent and his theories in Canada, 
says : 

" It is iiielaiielioly to observe that .\lr. 
Vincent is a prophet w hose doi;lriii' s hu\ e 
not leci ivcd the honor of ai,'c; ptaiu:e in lliat 
ciduiiy. .Such assemblages as c. Ill In: iiiiliieed 
to hear him at all, listen |)olilp!y, and even 
]) iss I esnliiiions pal ting him on tlic back 
(hostile motions and di.s.sentii nt spci^chcs 
being cjrifiilly eliminated), and then, hav- 
ing no deepness of earth, go away to admit 
that, ])retly and high-aouiidim; as the plan 
may be, it is impracticable and impi'ssilde. 
Kven the newspapers moat dispi)si:<l 
t) think there may be Bonuuliing 
in it, damn bis precious League 
with faint iiiaise. They tell .Mr. Vincent 
that he has begun at the wrong end of tho 
Htick ; that it is useless to tall; to Canada 
until he can peruuaile (!reat llriiain to take 
the initiative — which, they iiitini.ile, is a 
task beyond any man's powers. .'\ friendly 
oSiciBl from tianiaiea, while pointing out a 
number of fatal objections, inllicts on Mr. 
Vincent the uukiudest cur. of nil in charg- 
ing him with being the worst fco to that 
Imperial Federation he once so hotly 
preached. We need hardly say that when 
I Ilia is the tone of . sympathetic journals 
and Bpeakcrs, others ride roughshod 
over Air. Vincent's proposaU, ami 
make niincc-meat of his lauts and 
argunioiits. They frankly tell him that 
his I'rotcclioniat Cunadiaii encouragera 
arc actuated by tho policy of taking all the 
])refetential advantagea they can gi t, wliilo 
giving nothing in relurn. 'I'liey invito 
thine who are patting Mr. Vincent on the 
back and finding iiini to the top of his bent, 
to give practical proof of the leality of iheir 
Iriendshl]) by intruducing into the Dominion 
Parliament a reanliitioii in favor of reducing 
tho duties on imports from the United 
Kingdom. Then will the ImbhUi burst." 

The criliciama of tho Inibqiendent are 
rather liarah, and its alatomciits arc not 
quito as accurate us they might be. There 
are a groat many in Canada who boliovo in 



the priiiciplca advocated by Mr. Vincent. 
They are convinced that if the British peo- 
ple would only consent to give colonies a 
alight preference in trade, colonists would 
gladly reciprocate ; and they arc aatialied 
that ail arrangement of this kind would be 
beneficial to both the Jlothcr Country and 
the colonies. There is no qualification in 
their approval — no bidden cousuro or con- 
cealed ridicule in their complimentary 
speooliea. Tho praise they give is not 
" faint," in the sense indicated by the In- 
dependent. It is ainccre and it is hearty. 

liut those who believe in .\lr. Vinceiit'a 
acheiue, and who commend bis ellbrla to ad- 
vance it, are not blind to tho fact that there 
arc dlUicultiea in the way of carrying it in- 
to effect, and that the chief dilliculty ia the 
unwillingness of the politicians and the peo- 
ple of Great lirilain to tax the necessaries 
of life for any purpose whatever. When 
they allude to this dilliculty, tluy do to 
regretfully, and not by any meaus in 
disparngomcnt of cither Mr. Vincent 
or his proposals. There aro, wo 
admit, newsi)api rs in Canada who have 
treated .Mr. Vincent and his work with 
scant civiliiy Put i lulciiess has become a 
habit with those journals. To differ with 
them in opinion on any subject whatever is 
to offend tboni and to incur their enmity. 
They express thematdvea a little roughly, 
but they are umlersteod here, and no one 
looks upon their abuse of any man, or any 
cause, as conveying the slightest reproach.

He 
argues that tho teachers clo not, and can 
not, mark daily, yet they were supposed 
to put "yea'' alter this (luestion every 
month. Not ten nut of the -00 teachers 
employed in tho pi'ovinco can answer the 

?uestioH in the allirmative, and bo truth- 
ul. In his own case, Dr. Popo withheUl 
his salary because he couseientioualy 
answered the questions in the negative. 

TRUSTEE Saundeks uiovod, seconded by 
.Mr. McConnan, that the communication he 
liled. • 

TuusTlSE McLAnailUN thought there 
was a groat deal of truth in the letter. No 
teacher could mark the papers every day 
and do justice to his pupils and seliool. 
The motion carried. 

CIVKllCiaiWliKIJ fClIOOI.S. 

TlirsTKK i\U:Laui;iii..\n reported that on 
Monday last, iiceomp.uiied by a couple other 
members of the hoaril, he visited the vari- 
ous ward schools with the object, of ascer- 
taining how bist to provide for the in- 
ct'cusing nccommodation called for by reason 
of tho present overcrowding of the schools. 
They were of opinion that the best way to 
get over the diliiculty waa to add one room 
to each of the ward scboola. 'I'iic architect 
had prepared plans, and if these were aalia- 
faetory, tenders might bo udvertised for 
fmthwith. With additional monitors, and 
increased accommodation, the problem of 
overcrowded schools woulil be solved. 

The chairman, who was also one of the 
board of inspection, said that the architects 
estimate was $900 for each school, not in- 
cluding furniture.^In addition to this, tho 
architect had received instructions to im- 
prove the di-ainago of the Hillside school. 

Un llie motion of Trustbk Jk.ssoi', 
seconded by T.'iL'.STEE Saiwdkus, it was 
agreed to instruct the architect to advertise 
for tenders for the addition of one room to 
each of tho ward schools. 

VIOTOBIA WJE8T SCHOOL.

A Murderer in Knglaud Alter Being: 
in Concealment Seveu Bays 
Suri'OMilors. 



Confesses to JBeiug the Author of 
Murder Which Puzzled 
the Police. 



London, Sept. 7. — On August 30, the in- 
habitanti) of the manufacturing town of 
Linwaithe, near Huddcrsfield, wore thrown 
into a fever of excitement by the newa that 
a young girl of IG, Culheiine Dennis, em- 
ployed iu the family of an Ivy (ireeu tiivern 
keeper nciir that place, had been cruelly 
murdered by some unknown pcraon. The 
murder was a moat mysterieua one. The 
girl had been left alone in the honse^by her 
mistress, all theuiembcrs of the family were 
absent, and there wus no witness to tlie 
crime, the inn being without guests ut tlio 
time. 

A neighbor, who chancod to cull, found 
Catherine lying dead oh the floor, covered 
with blood. The funiituro and walls of 
the rooms were also epaltereil with blood, 
and all the indications pointed to tlio fact 
that Miss Dennis had died strugglint; brave- 
ly for life and honor. The fatal wound was 
a atob in the neck, which had severed 
the jugular vein, thoutdi there were 
a number of other cuts and slash- 
es, sufficient from the loss of bhiod 
tliey caused to have resulted in dfath. 

As soon as the murder waa discovered, 
the entire populace turned out to hunt for 
the fiend who perpetrated the foul deed. 
The first arrests made were those of two 
men, who were harried before a ningiatrate 
and examined, but the prisoners proved 
their innocence and were discharged. 
Several other suspicious characters were 
taken into custody, but iiothmg could bo 
proved against thorn. 

Finally, it becan.o known that a man 
named Htoekwell IkuI been eating a meal in 
the kitchen of tlie tavern when the land- 
lady left the house on her slioppiii^' trip, 
and he had been niissinf; from his usual 
haunts since that tinio. No doubt was 
henceforth entertained that Stockwell was 
the murderer, and all efforts were directed 
to discover hiin. 

The police, aided by a popse of the dead 
girl's neighbois, searched daily for the 
murderer, and the authorities of all the 
towns within a radius of L?(K) miles were 
interested in the hunt, yet not the slightest 
clue to the missing niau could be discovered. 

It has turned out, however, lliat the vigi- 
lance of till! ofiicers (mil the care with 
which they have been tcouring the country 
was not without good clfect, na it prerented 
the guilty man from finding an opportunity 
to depart. 

Last night, Stockwcll, unable to longer 
endure the pangs of hunger, left his hiding 
place and crawled to hid mother's houee. 
The poor old -woman besou(;bt him to tell 
her the truth, and he related the tale of his 
crime and flii^ht. 

He confessed thnt, finding himself alone 
in the house with Catherine, for whom he 
b»ji conceived an ardent passion, he could 
not resist tho temptation of making ad- 
vances to her. Whou she resisted him, he 
attacked her, but being unable to subdue 
her in thiswise, he snatched up a knife and 
stabbed her time and again until she ceased 
to struggle. He then fled in terror from 
the spot. 

Where he was surrounded all that he 
could find to cut wus herbs and wild cur- 
rants, which formed his entire diet for 7 

days. 

Hunger and remorse tormented him until, 
growing m:id and unable to longer endure 
the tortures, be turned his steps toward his 
home. 

The Borrowing mother was nearly pros- 
trated by the recital of her son. Conceal- 
ment was iinpossiljlo. .She sent for the 
olhcers of tho law, wlio came to the house 
ami placed Slockwell in custody. 

lie h id to be carried on a stretcher to- 
day to tlic court room, where ho was <|uickly 
arraigned, pleaded guilty and was remanded 
into the hands of tho officers. 

A large crowd had gathered, the news of 
the murderer's eurrender having quickly 
spread, and the police had considerable 
difUculty in getting their prisoner safely 
tlirough the angry mob to jail, where be 
remains under a strong guard.

San Fjiancisco, Sept. 7. — Dr. W. S. 
Hereford, who has reaidcd at Sea Island, 
Alaska, during the past twelve years, came 
down from the North recently. He is not 
at all surprised at Ivan PetrofT's declaration 
that the Aleuts are decreasing in nunibcr.s, 
a fdct which BCPms to be generally accepted 
in Alaska. " While the natives aie strong 
physically," said Dr. Hereford, " they 
possess weak constitutions, and they exer- 
cise no precautions regarding their health. 
Their houses are compactly and warmly 
built, but in their construction little atten- 
tion is given to vcnfilation The natives 
really live in hot-houses, and they 
can ill withstand the rigors of the severe 
and changeable climate. I have seen men 
come in from a fishing excursion with their 
clothes saturated, and these wet garments 
would be retained perliaps for hours. The 
women are equally cureless. They are ex- 
travagant in their dress, and frequently 
wear satins and much jewelry. Fancy a 
woman attired in expensivn dinaer costume 
rttsMng bareheaded from her house to the 
shore to assist ju killing or skinning a seal. 
Then with a wet dress they will return liome 
and sit for hours in their Imt c.ihins. Per- 
sonal habits of the Alents have improved 
very much during the ]> riod of my obser- 
vation. Tliey are quick to notice sliort- 
comings in the matter of cleanliness, and, 
from being dirty and slovenly, tlioy have 
rushed to the opposite extreme, lialliing 
constantly and giving unusual uttuiilion to 
tlioir attire. They have a weakness for 
showy chains and otlier articles of jewelry, 
and K|)eiiil a great deal of money in gratify- 
ing their love of display.

Sawyer died very suddenly at 7:45 o'clock 
to-night. He had been much better during

— Vestcrduy after- 
noon, at 'J. I.") o'clock, two young men sailed 
from Rockaway beach in a dory, bound for 
Boston. Harry Timbcnback, the captain,

^Hjssiblo. Tliey carry canvas to shelter 
them at night. It is said they arc sailing 
for a puree or a wager.
